ceived by W. W. Devore, of Bedford 
township, from his son, Elbert E De- 
vore, who is a member of-Company B, 
First Infantry, U. S. A., now in. the 
Philippines: 


MAXILA, P. I, November 2, 1900 


DEAR FATHER:—On August 31 we 


took our things down to the U. S. A. 
T. Logan at San Francisco, Gal.,and on 
September 1 got up early, ate break- 
fast and departed for the transport at 
8.30—3 battalions, First and Second of 
the First Infantry and Third of the 
Second Infantry. 
I received two 


months' piy,S33.73,bnt was not allowed 
to get off the dock. We were off for 
Honolulu at 3 10 \ p re. I began to 
?et sea sick in the evening; we had 
a rough sea. I was very sick the next 


day, 
but felt a little better in the eve- 


ning. I felt much better the next day. 
I was ready for my slum. Our quar- 
ters were down on the third deck, very 
dark place. The electric lights were 
on day and night. I was on guard the 
next day. I didn't do a thing to the 
baker's sweet cakes that night. We 
had guard-mount and drill eacb morn- 
ing on the spar deck. 
The weather 


was getting warmer each day. The 
same old thing—nothing but water; 
very beautiful nights out in mid-ocean. 
We passed a brig loaded with sugar 
on its way to Sin Francisco. Land 
was sighted in the night. 


On the 9th we steamed into the har- 


bor of Honolulu, Oabu, at 7 a. m. I was 
oil the boat two hours in the forenoon 
and took in part of the city. It has a 
pjpulation of 50,000 and it is built up 
very much like some of our American 
cities. Electricity is used to a great 
extent on the island. 
The average 


temperature is from 75 to 100 degrees 
There are only two seasons—a dry and 
a rainy one. September 12, about 8 30 
a. m., we pulled out for Guam. Rev. 
A. E. Cory, secretary of the Y. M. C. 
A. at Honolulu, spoke to us each eve- 
ning. I think he is a very nice man. 


We skipped the 17th, oa account of 


crossing the 180th meridian, which 
makes us one day ahead. The Y M. C. 
A. minister had the boys of different 
companies give 
an entertainment, 


which was very interesting. We sight- 
ed land the night of the 24ih. We an- 
chored the next morning at 7.30 about 
a mile from shore. There was a ma- 
rine hospital boat at harbor there 
which, came and exchanged mail. We 
steamed out at 13 30. 


October 1 we entered Manila bay in 


the morning. I saw the destruction of 
the Spanish cable boat Hooker. We 
were then on the waters where Dewey 
fought his famous battle. 
We anchor- 


ed in the bay at 11.10 about two miles 
from Manila. Some of the remains of 
the Spanish fleet were in view. 
Quite 


a number of Filipino boys were soon on 
the boat selling cigars and peanuts. I 
was over to Manila one day. 


September 6 we left Manila and went 


down to Cavite, 13 miles, I saw the 
remains of several Spanish vessels 
there. The United States naval yard 
is there. 
We got ready and bade fare- 


well to the Logan and boarded a small 
ship named Venus and sailed back in 
Manila bay and boarded the U. S. A 
T Stunner. We had a very rainy trip. 
We had right good accommodations on 
the Sumner. It is not as large as the 
Logan. 
We steamed out of the bay 


late in the afternoon of the 9th to re- 
capture the 29 volunteers who were 
nearly all captured by the Filipinos 
on the island of Marinduque, a distance

called to Busseto to take charge of the 
music of the Franciscan chapel and 
of the town orchestra. Since then his 
rise was rapid and it was not long 
until his name was written on the roll 
of fame and he became the 
most 


famous man of Italy. His reputation 
extended through France to England 
and some of his operas have been pro- 
duced in all of the principal theatres 
of Europe and America. 
Oae of his 


greatest popular successes is "IlTrova- 
tore." He produced more than a score 
of operas before he was fifty-seven 
years old. Verdi served two or three 
years in the Italian parliament, but 
he had no taste for politics and resign- 
ed, la 1875 Victor Emmanuel appoint- 
ed him a senator. 
After a rest of 


fourteen years, Verdi, at the age of 
seventy-four,astounded the world with 
a new opera in a different style from 
those already written by him. 
Six years 


later this marvelous old man once 
more struck out a new line in "Fal" 
staff," as distinct a creation in comic 
opera as "Otello" in tragic opera. 
Though in one sense an inevitable 
evolution, "Falstaff" is really unlike 
anything that preceded it. 
All the 


various experiments of lesser men are 
here taken up and utilized by the 
master genius and the delicacy and 
grace of the music not less than its 
dramatic character, its strength and 
richness, and its abounding humor, 
put it upon a plane that only the great 
ones reach. Thus Verdi rounded out a 
productive career of more, than half a 
century, an original creator and an 
inspired leader to the end. 
The his- 


tory of music has no parallel for this, 
and whatever the future of the lyric 
stage, no man is likely ever to occupy 
a more commanding place or give 
delight to greater multitudes than 
this great Italian.

of about 150 miles from Manila, 
neared the island by morning, 
company went ashore in 
rowboats 


about 12 o'clock. We then lined up 
and marched to a village called Santa 
Cruz. About a mile from the shore we 
made our quarters in an old school 
house the rest of the day and night. 
October 10: About 75 men of oar 
com- 


pany and one company of the 38th Vol- 
unteers, who are stationed here in 
Sinta Cruz, started out on a march. 
They took an old trail or sort of path 
They went over rocky mountains and 
through dense jungles and waded riv- 
ers up to their necks and mud over 
their shoe tops. About noon three of the 
men were tired oat. 
They went back 


about a mile, took dinner and stayed 
there until the next morning. The 
men felt no better, so they started 
back. They brought back three pris- 
oners. Four of us went out on the 
morning of the 11 th to get some coeoa- 
nuts and we saw some nice country. I 
just wish you could see some of the 
beautiful trses we saw on our scout 
We had all the cocoanut milk we could 
drink. We are not allowed to eat the 
fruit, but ate some of it anyhow. 


October'12: The company was divid- 


ed up into squads, a corporal in each 
sejuad; there are twelve in our squad- 
corporal, bugler and ten privates. We 
moved out into one of the natives' 
houses, where we have a very comfort- 
able place. We have plenty ot fresh 
meat. We kill a goat every day or so 
I have a bed of cotton pillows which is 
very comfortable. 


October 13 news came that the 


prisoners of tbe 29th were released 
Sunday,the 14th, was a very rainy morn- 
ing. 
We didn't have reveille. 
The 


mud is about shoe top deep. Sleeping 
and eating are the main things to-day. 
I had a pony ride. Plenty of them are 
running around here; also cattle, sheep, 
hogs and goats. They raise two crops 
of corn and rice here each year.

WASHINGTON, January 29.—If an ex- 


tra session of congress has to be called 
to pass the ship subsidy bill, as now 
seems probable,the Republicans are go- 
ing to make Philippine legislation the 
excuse for the extra session. After lead- 
ing Repu blican senators had repeatedly 
said that there was to be no Philippine 
legislation by this congress and Sena- 
tor Spooner had abandoned his bill, 
which, by tbe way, gives the president 
about the same authority over a civil 
government in the Philippines that he 
now exercises under his authority as 
commander-in-chief of our military 
forces, and announced his intention to 
try to get a congressional committee 
sent to tbe Philippines, it was a little 
surprising and at first confusing for 
Mr McKinley to send a report from 
the Philippine commission to congress, 
urging the immediate passage of the 
Spooner bill, re-enforcing it with the 
indorsement of Secretary Root and his 


own. 
Mr. McKinley knows the abso- 


lute impossibility of getting the Phil- 
ippine legislation asked for in the 
short time left of this session and only 
sent the report and message to con- 
gress to prepare the way for an extra 
session of the next congress, in which 
some of the most active opponents of 
the ship subsidy bill will not have 
seats, if it becomes necessary. 
Demo- 


crats are not worrying over the extra 
session question. They can stand it if 
the Republicans can, and neither the 
fear of it nor the desire for it will in- 
liuence a single Democratic vote or les- 
son Democratic opposition to a single 
measure which is opposed on principle. 


Senator Towne, whose successor has 


presented his credentials, made his 
farewell congressional bow in what 
many of his admirers declare to have 
been the best speech he ever made. 
The speech was nominally made on the 
following resolution, offered by him: 
"That justice, the public welfare and 
the national honor demand the imme- 
diate cessation of hostilities in the 
Philippine islands, upon terms recog- 
nizing the independence of the Philip- 
pine people and conserving and guar- 
anteeing the interests of the United 
States," but it was not confined to the 
Philippines. It embraced the general 
political conditions and the outlook for 
the immediate future, 
incidentally 


showing how unwise Mr. MeKinley 
and his advisers have been in most of 
their policies. 


The house committee on banking 


and currency has reported two finan- 
cial bills, but whether either will get 
acted upon is not yet certain. 
The 


committee has adopted a resolution, 
making one of them, the Hill bill for 
establishing the parity between the sil- 
ver dollar and gold, a special order in 
the house with two days for debate,but 
that resolution will have to be 0. IC.'d 
by the committee on rules before it 
becomes effective. The other measure 
reported is the Overstreet bill for 
maintaining at all times tbe parity of 
the standard silver dollar with gold. 
Two Democratic members of 
the 


committee—Driggs, of New York, and 
Thayer, of Massachusetts—voted with 
the Republicans in favor of reporting 
the latter bill. 


To judge from the talk of senators, 


one would not know that such a 
measure as the Nicaragua canal bill 
was pending in the senate. Since the 
Republican caucus decided that the 
bill should not be called up until the 
British government acted upon the 
Hay-Panncefote treaty, many senators 
have regarded the bill as too dead to 
be talked about.

tbe county's history of banking, died 
it the residence of his brother, Capt. 
W M. Jordan, in Mount Pleasant.Wed- 
nesday evening. Mr. Jordan hsd reach- 
ed the advanced age of eighty-three 
and until recent yean had been active- 
ly identified with the First National 
bank of Mt. Pleasant, probably the 
oldest bank in the count;, and one of 
the very oldest of the country. He WM 
a son of Samuel and Katharine Jordan, 
theeldest-of seven children, and it sur- 
vived by two brothers, Capt. W. M., 
and J. B , of Pleasant Unity.

tle queen in high esteem.

cord which bound Victoria to her sub- 
jects was her active interest in their 
welfare She was always in close touch 
with her people and was probably 
nearer to them than any ol her prede- 
cessors on the throne. 
It has been 


truly said that Victoria the woman was 
worthy ol all the honors which were 
conferred upon Victoria the queen. 


Queen 
Victoria ascended to the 


throne of Great Britain and Ireland on 
June 20, 1837. The length of her reign 
was sixty-three years, seven months 
and two days. 
The length ol the 


longest previous reign in English his 
tory—George 
III.'s—was 
fifty-nine 


years, three months and four days. 
The length o£ the dead queen's reign 
was exceeded in European history only 
by that of Louis XIV., ol France- 
seventy-two years, three months and 
eighteen days; and by Sancho II., ol 
Navarre and Castile—sixty-five years. 
Her age at the time of her death was 
eighty-one years, eight months and 
twenty-nine days. She was the oldest 
sovereign in English history, being 
one month and four days older than 
George III. when he passed away. 
During her long reign Queen Victoria 
had twenty premiers at the head of 
government, from Viscount Melbourne 
to the Marquis of Salisbury. The par- 
liament recently elected was the four- 
teenth under her sovereignty.

not recorded in science. It appeared 
last year from Maine along the Atlan- 
tic coast southward to Xorth Carolina 
and westward to Ohio, and it was ob- 
served in Nova Scotia and Ottawa, 
Ont., and in Wisconsin. 
So states Pro- 


fessor W. G. Johnson of Maryyland, 
who in a recent paper records his ob- 
servations on this pest as follows: 


From the first I have held that this 


insect is probably a clover pest It has 
been observed upon both red and crim- 
son clover, and this season hundreds 
of acres of red clover have been de- 
stroyed by it. I am of opinion that red 
clover is its original food. 
Without 


doubt it is a native American insect 
and has spread its attacks to crimson 
clover and peas. 


It was estimated last year (1S09) that 


the total loss from the attacks of this 
creature along the Atlantic coast states 
•was $3.000.000 and that the pea crop 
•was only one-half the usual output. A 
canned goods journal gathered the in- 
formation that the crop of peas of the 
Atlantic coast this year (1'JOO) would 
not exceed one-third of wbat it was 
last year. 


We have shown conclusively in ex 


perimeuts and work in the Held that 
this insect can be kept in control to a 
very great extent if taken in hand in 
time. In the first place, the peas must 
he plautcd in rows 24 or SO inches 
apart and not broadcast or in drills, 
as has been the case over a wide area 
throughout the southern states. 
Or 


the place of a large packer of Balti- 
more a 600 acre pea plantation was 
practically saved by persistent efforts 
this season. 
All the methods from a 


practical standpoint were tried on this 
place, and it was found that the brush 
and cultivator method was the most 
effective. 
Forty men were engaged to 


work in the field, and the- «00 acres 
were brushed and cultivated every 
third day for a period of two weeks, 
and the entire field was saved, netting 
the owner from 2.'.000 to ISO.OOO cases 
of peas of two do/.en each. 
It is a fact 


not questioned by those who are famil- 
iar with this plantation that had not 
this energetic flslit been followed the 
greater portion of the peas would have 
been destroyed by the insect 
Last 


year the peas over the same area were 
broadcast, so th^re was no opportunity 
of fighting the pest, and 4SO_ acres were 
entirely ruined by It. 


The brush and cultivator method is 


a simple one. 
A good pine switch is 


used to brush the vines backward and 
forward ahead of the cultivator, drawn 
by one horse, and in this manner the 
Insects are covered and a very large

The cul- 
tivation should not be repeated until 
the third day, as it requires usually 
something over 4S hours for the de- 
struction of the adult insects when 
covered with earth. On this plantation

no spray can be used which can de- 
stroy a percentage of insects large 
enough to wan-ant the expense of the 
operation. 
\Ve have also used the 


"brush and pan." in which instance n 
bushel of lice were caught to each row 
125 rods long. 


Many natural enemies, such as para- 


sitic and predaceons insects, have been 
found feeding upon this pest. 
The 


most iniponant factor observed in its 
destruction has been the fungous dis- 
ease. Empnsa aphidis. which destroys 
It In very large numbers under cer- 
tain conditions. We feel that these si- 
lent factors in nature are reducing the 
pest. At any rate, the conditions are 
such that the farmer and canuer have 
taken new hope.

Tber Don't Linger In Midocean, lint 


Go io the Bottom. 


What becomes of the ships that sink 


at sea? Do they go all the way to tl^ 
bottom or do they meet somewhere un- 
der the surface a certain pressure that 
buoys them up and holds them in equi- 
librium? Somebody, we forget who it 
is, has given rein to his grewsoine fan- 
cy and pictured all the ships that have 
been lost in midoccan as wandering 
about like so many ghosts half way be- 
tween the surface and the bottom. 


There is no foundation whatever for 


such a notion, though many persons 
have it. Any object that will sink be- 
neath the surface of the sea will go all 
the way to the bottom. 
The pressure 


encountered on the way down, which is 
simply enormous in tbe deeper parts, 
has nothing to do with the object's 
sinking, for it is exerted on the object 
as well as on the water, thus equalizing 
the conditions. 


The reason why the object sinks to the 


bottom is that water is not compressi- 
ble; at least it is so little so that its den- 
sity at the bottom of the sea is only a tri- 
fle greater than it is at the surface. Sci- 
entists tell us that the water at the bot- 
tom is just about as much denser than 
the water at the surface as sea water 
Is denser than fresh water. 


This slight 
difference 
In density, 


therefore, does not and cannot stop the 
downward course of a sinking ship or 
any object that is heavy enough to 
Bink rapidly beneath the surface. Pres- 
sure, as we have said, is not a factor 
in the case at all.—Chicago Record.

October 20: We had inspection of

sun was very hot, I nearly melted. 
October 31: I cx>ked my meals and 
sat around. We drew two days' ra- 
tions in the evening and began to get 
ready to go on another hike. 1 will 
give aa account of our rations. 
We 


each draw about a pound of pork per 
day and 16 ounces of hard-tack or 18 
ounces of bread and one pound of cof- 
fee and one-half pound of brown sugar 
for ten days. 
October 33 : 
Seventy- 


six ot us started out on an expedition, 
We took a trail which led across steep 
mountains and deep ravines. We have 
but little skirmishing. The ffoo Boos 
aeem very scarce. I suppose we march- 
ed about ten miles the first day. We 
•amped for the night of top of a hill 
where there were two deserted shacks 
A party went out and killed three 
ueeves, so we had plenty of fresh meat 
for supper and breakfast. 
There was 


not room for us all inside the houses, 
10 I made my bunk on the ground. I 
had two palm leaves for my bed. I 
have a good blanket but don't take it 
along when I go on a hike. A person 
has enough to carry themselves, with 
their rations, gun and 100 rounds of 
ammunitiou. 
We did not cross any 


large streams that day. 


October 23: I slept very well during 


the night with my best friend within 
easy reach with 6 loads in it. 
We 


were now in a more elevated country. 
We had a good trail. 
We crossed 


several rivers, some of them were 
more than waist deep. 
We burned 


quite a number of store houses on our 
trip. We only captured three prison 
ers. We reached our camp by evening, 
Mail came in while we were gone. I 
received your letter written August 27 
Was exceedingly glad to hear from 
home. October 24: I was very tired 
and sore the nest morning. 
Went to 


the river, washed my clothes, and took 
a good swim while my clothes were 
drying. 
I only have n few clothes 


here; we left nearly all our clothes at 
Manila and I hear that they got we 
and are rotten. 
I am the loser o: 


about 850 if they are,unless Dncle Sam 
gives me new ones in place of them 
vhica I don't think he will. I enlistee 
for three years unless sooner discharg 
ed. It is not likely that I will ge 
discharged before my enlistment is 


out, which will be August 5, 1903. 
don't think we will serve more than 
two years in foreign service.

soldiering real well in some ways 
Of course I have a great many hard 
ships to endure, but if I keep my 
health I expect to see old Pennsylva 
nia again.
